in Russia’s diplomatic setup, the 
action amounted to a demotion for 
Aristov.

QUIETLY DROPPED 


Aristov’s star apparently began 
to wane some time ago when he 
quietly was dropped from the sec- 
retariat of the Communist party.

To Each His Own 


While most Georgians would like to 
know what is going on behind the closed 
doors, they applaud generally the show of 
legislative independence by the House 
and Senate Appropriations Committees in 
their apparent determination to give a 
thorough study to every phase of the pro- 
posed appropriations bill. 

The General Assembly thus is demon- 
strating that it already has ultimate 
power over state spending if it chooses to 
exercise it. This assembly has chosen to 
accept its responsibility and there should 
be no quarrel with all sincere efforts. 

The announced intent of the appropri- 
ations committees to correct the imbalance 
that has grown up between the executive 
and legislative departments is commend- 
able. But the temptation to excesses in en- 
croaching upon the executive could defeat 
the best efforts of many who have worked 
long and hard at the problem. It could 
result in nothing being done in the way 
of basic reforms. 

The “appropriations control” bills, H. 
R. 111-297 and H. B. 297, reflect the 
temptation. They go too far as written in 
granting administrative and executive 
powers to the General Assembly. 

With state expenditures having grown 
far beyond the figure which the present 
budget-making procedure was set up to 
handle, the executive department does 
need strengthening in that field. And if 
the legislature is to exercise its proper 
responsibility, it needs to be better in- 
formed at all times about appropriations 
needs and the exact status of spending: It 
should serve, too, in a close advisory ca- 
pacity in both fields. 

Stronger budget-making procedures 
and fiscal controls within the executive 
department and a strengthened finance 
commission and legislative council to ad- 
vise the legislature and the executive ob- 
viously are indicated. 

It should be possible to find a solu- 
tion to these basic problems without com- 
promising the powers intended in the 
Constitution for the legislative and execu- 
tive branches. We hope it still can be 
found at this session.

This Isn’t the Way 


It may just be that models of buildings in 
parks destroy the little varieties of real life 
buildings, but somehow models of new neigh- 
borhoods always manage to look about as at- 
tractive and interesting and human as a peni- 
tentiary, It’s the same with “artists’ concep- 
tions.”

His Views of Kennedy 


Sen. Richard B. Russell is “greatly 
disappointed” that the Kennedy adminis- 
tration has not moved with greater 
urgency to meet the depression on the 
farm. 

He confesses concern that Mr. Ken- 
nedy Chose to head the Department of 
Agriculture “men distinguished in poli- 
tics and the law rather than in farming.” 

He predicts Mr. Kennedy will back a 
continuation of the land retirement prac- 
tice, as recommended by his task force on 
agriculture. But if the funds for it are 
diverted from the conservation program, 
as the task force suggested, “I will vig- 
orously oppose.” 

The senator likewise will “oppose with 
all vigor” the “repugnant proposals” on 
civil rights. 

We list these points of dissent for a 
reason. The Georgia senator does not con- 
fuse specific points of opposition with a 
blanket obstructionism, as some South- 
errn politicians still are doing under the 
new president. 

For Sen. Russell went on to say, in 
his Monday speech, that he finds Mr. 
Kennedy to be “an attractive and able 
young president” who “eloquently stated” 
the American national resolve “in his 
inspiring inaugural address.” 

“Let there be no retreat from those 
high principles,” Sen. Russell said. 

“T intend to cooperate in every way 
that I.conscientiously can to help make 
(the Kennedy administration) a success,” 
he said. 

It takes positives as well as negatives 
to make a balance. Some Southern “agin- 
ners” could well note the balance in Sen.

Which Missiles 
Will Be the Best? 


The firing of the Minuteman from Cape Ca- 
naveral may be, as mentioned here the other day, 
the best break the taxpayer has gotten so far 


in the highly costly business of making missiles. The success of the 


Minuteman, though, is ; 


Congress. 

The Minuteman has been devel- 
oped as a relatively cheap missile 
that can be armed, aimed and 
buried in a hole in the ground. 
There it will sit, ready to fire in- 
stantaneously, at the push of a 
button. 

It was also visualized as a mis- 
sile that could be put on a rail- 
road car and hauled around over 
the country, pausing now and then 
to be placed in firing position, and 
then moving on before the Rus- 
sians had time to find out exactly 
where it was and draw a bead on 
it. It can be handled that way, 
too, or it can be put on big trucks 
and hauled around, or on barges 
on the lakes and rivers. 

It thus has two qualities—the 
capability for instantaneous 
counter attack when buried in its 
underground sites and invulnera- 
bility to attack while moving 
about in its train-borne configura- 
tion. ; 

The cry is going to be raised, 
however, that if we place these 
missiles on sites within the con- 
tinental limits or move them 
around on trains, they inevitably 
will draw down a terrible fire 
upon the United States if the Rus- 
Sians ever decide the time has 
come to attack. 

It is far better, these people 
argue, to spend money on Polaris

missiles, which, carried by sub- 
marines, will travel under the 
seas completely immune to at- 
tack. The missile carrying subs, 
it is pointed out, will not draw fire 
upon the United States, for they 
will be wandering far away from 
our shores. 

This seems a valid argument. 
The proponents of the Minuteman 
argue, however, that if we have 
enough missiles, buried in their 
hard sites, and roaming about on 
trains, the Russians never will at- 
tack «us. For they wil! know no 
rmaatéer how hard they might hit 
us, enough of our missiles wouid 
escape destruction to wipe them 
out in an instantaneous counter 
blow. 

Also, the Minuteman’s pro- 
ponents argue, we have no guaran- 
tee that the Russians may not in 
time discover some way to detect 
our prowling submarines and 
knock them off one by one. Then, 
unless we struck a counter blow 
after the first submarine was 
sunk, we might be left helpless if 
we had no Minutemen on land. 

Where -wisdom lies, I do not 
know. But it will be a discussion to 
which we all might give thought 
when Congress starts trying to de- 
cide which of the two mignificent 
weapons systems should have the 
strongest support.

Dr. Letson shattered their 
hopes the other night. He said 
there is “no greater crime 
than neglect of ability” but he 
is pinning his hopes for chal- 
lenging and stimulating (t wo 
good educator words) that abili- 
ty on the poor teachers who are 
already swamped with 30 or 40 
children, ranging from extra 
bright to plain dumb. Atlanta’s 
gifted children, who number 
about 5,000 and come from ‘all 
economic brackets, must stay 
where they are and wait until 
Atlanta does something Dr. Let- 
son calls raising “the level of 
teacher quality.”’ 

I wasn't a gifted child and 
I'm not very quick about these 
things. But I know a little boy 
who will probably have a long 
gray beard before Dr. Letson 
prepares the 12 teachers facing 
him between now and high 
school commencement to satisfy 
the appetities of his voracious 
young mind along with all the 
other stuff a teacher has -to do.

OF WEALTHY PARENTS 


Martha McChesney Berry was 
born there Oct. 7, 1866. She had 
a brother and four sisters, 
wealthy and indulgent parents, 
toys and pretty dresses, ‘‘advan-

spoke to Martha Berry. She was 
uneasily aware of poverty and 
ignorance around her. 


She was shocked to find neigh- 
boring mountain children who 
had never heard of Sunday 
school. She started classes in a 
playhouse she had used as a 
child. Wide-eyed boys and girls 
walked seven miles from the 
hamlet of Mount Lavendar to 
hear her Bible stories. Some of 
them were accompanied by

Miss Berry started hitching up 
her horse, Roney, to a buggy 
and collecting youngsters who 
lived too far away to reach Sun- 
day school.

The admiration and acclaim 
Miss Berry enjoyed in her old 
age was missing in those early 
days of struggle. Some people 
looked askance at the gentle-bred 
Georgia woman who turned her 
back on wealth and _ worldly 
things to serve humble children 
outside her own social orbit. 


Friends warned Martha Berry 
she .would make her students 
“dissatisfied.” She retorted, 
“That's the way I want them to 
be. So they can achieve more.” 


She persevered in a  one- 
woman crusade. She brought 
book learning — and the pride of 
work well done — to boys in 
patched overalls and girls in 
faded ginghams.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—The second stage of a Polaris 
missile sailed like a flaming pin- 
wheel over the cape Monday, then 
crashed to the ground in a spec- 
tacular failure.

HEALTH: Pinworms Play Havoc With Child |

Dear Dr. Molner: Some 60 
years ago my sister had a little 
girl of 7 or 8 years who 
couldn’t rest at night.

I knew I 
simply couldn’t get along without 
him during the weeks between 
the operations and the period of 
time it would take before I 
could get my glasses—and re- 
gain my sight.” 


Carol explained that the resto- 
ration of her vision would re- 
quire two operations—one on 
each eye—about six months 
apart. After the initial sur- 
gery—scheduled for Jan. 10— it 
would be at least four, and prob- 
ably six, weeks before she could 
don the cataract lenses that 
would give her unimpaired vi- 
sion in that tye.

“The thought of being sep- 
arated from David almost killed 
me,” the 20-year-old Atlantan 
said. ‘‘And it was just as hard 
on him.”’

School Lunch Managers in Georgia 
Are Springing Surprises on Students!

School lunch managers with 
the Georgia School Lunch pro- 
gram are springing surprises 
on the students with the aid of 
two new food commodities this 
year. 


Early in the fall, the govern- 


ment distributed large quanti- 
ties of dried dates to many of 
the schools in Georgia. At the 
present time, the schools are 
receiving ripe pitted olives. 


Saturday, Shirley Lee Wilson, 
director of consumer service of 
a California food company, 
demonstrated new dishes and 


easier ways of preparation to 
500 school lunch managers at- 
tending the sixth annual meet- 
ing of the Georgia School Food 
Service Association. 


In recipes that call for dates, 
Miss Wilson explained that the 
dry date pieces may be added 
directly to the other ingredients. 
In recipes, however, with low 
moisture content and short cook- 
ing or baking time, it is advis- 
able to moisten dates first. 


The demonstrator recom- 
mends several ways for achiev- 
ing a plump date. This can be 
done by pouring boiling water 
over dates to cover and allow- 
ing them to stand 2-5 minutes 
before draining. “If you let 
them stand any longer than 
this,”’ she continued, “‘they have 
a tendency to disintegrate.” 


To ‘“‘plump”’ dates for salads 
or dessert sauces, cover them 
for several hours in fruit juice 
or syrup from canned fruits. 


One of the mew recipes is a 
Date Batter Bread in which 
yeast is an ingredient. The bat- 
ter, however, is so thin that 
there is no need for kneading 
and the bread takes only two 
hours from start to finish. 


‘You can top the bread with 
a Streusel, Brown Sugar or 
Cheese Topping,” explained 
Shirley. 


The recipe makes enough for 
48 portions.

While brushing butter on the 
dough, Shirley advised the audi- 
ence to purchase a paint brush 
at least 3 inches wide with dark 
bristles. ‘“‘The dark bristles can 
been seen,’’ she added, ‘“‘when 
the brush begins to shed.”’ 


There is a simple method for 
measuring the nutritional value 
in many of the foods. Ice Box 
Cookies can be weighed in equal 
portions and then rolled into 
equal lengths. This assures each 
person of equal amounts of pro- 
tein in each serving. 


Some new attachments have 
been added to the institutional 
equipment. The power mixer is 
familiar in most schools but a 
new tubular device has been 
added for chopping ingredients 
such as celery and green pep- 
pers. 


Celery, cabbage, ripe olives, 
onions and green peppers can go 
through the power mixer with 
the various attachments.

As many as 13,000 Georgians already stand to ben- 
efit if Congress approves President Kennedy’s proposal 
to extend the duration of unemployment compensation. 


And the number of Georgians 
who have exhausted regular job- 
less insurance benefits is growing 
by nearly 5,000 a month. 


The State Labor department 
said Monday that 12,893 jobless 
persons in Georgia have used up 
their maximum regular wunem- 
ployment insurance since Oct. 31, 
the date to which the federal 
extension would be retroactive. 


13-WEEK EXTENSION 

All of these who are still un- 
employed—and most are thought 
to be—would be reinstated under 
the federal extension. 


This extension would amount to 
13 weeks in Georgia, or one-half 


of the state’s regular jobless in- 
#| surance program maximum dura- 


tion of 26 weeks. 


The maximum weekly payment 
in Georgia is $35. 


Last year’s average weekly pay- 
ment was $24.70 in Georgia, as 
compared with $34 nationally.
